Prior to the d epression, none of u s bothered 
mu ch abou t the why s and wherefores of things. 
The cou ntry was highly prosperou s, and we took 
it for granted , as if fate had , by some benign 
d ecree, willed it that we of the United States 
were to be blessed bey ond all other people simply 
becau se of ou r inherent good ness. 
That frame of mind is comfortable bu t not 
healthy . It led to all k ind s of weird talk and 
action. People who shou ld hav e k nown better 
lou d ly proclaimed that we had entered “a new 
era,” in which panics, bu siness cy cles and d e­ 
pressions wou ld be no more. We had lifted ou r­ 
selv es by ou r own bootstraps. Some v irtu e pe­ 
cu liar to the air we breathed had set u s free 
from the old fears. Ev erlasting ex pansion was 
to be the ru le.

Well, we k now better now; and , k nowing bet­ 
ter, we are in a more wholesome frame of mind . 
We can see d efects in ou r economic stru ctu re 
that passed u nnoticed before. We can see the 
flaws in some of ou r ind u strial and bu siness 
practices in a way that we cou ld not see them in 
the old d ay s. Instead of tak ing things on faith, 
we are ask ing q u estions, look ing into the fu tu re, 
try ing to analy ze things and striv ing to u nd er­ 
stand ju st what it may be that cau ses pros­ 
perity .

Washington — Brewing in the 
congressional “third hou se” is 
one of hte grand est scraps ov er 
foreign policy that congress has 
witnessed in some seasons. 
Some week s ago this colu mn 
record ed that there wou ld be a 
growing White Hou se and state 
d epartm ent pressu re to giv e the 
Presid ent greater d iscretion in 
ad m inistration of the arms em­ 
bargo machinery . The senate was 
remind ed mild ly by R. Walton 
Moore, 
assistant 
secretary of 
state, 
of 
the 
ad m inistration 
wishes. 
Nev ertheless by a v ote of 6 2 to 
6 the senate passed a bill to con­ 
tinu e ind efinitely the present law 
u nd er which the Presid ent mu st 
embargo arms, ammu nition and 
implements of war from recog­ 
nized belligerents. Discretion was 
giv en him only to prohibit Amer­ 
ican ships from carry ing certain 
other commod ities when su ch 
trad e becomes d angerou s.

“u nconstitu tional in sp irit and 
in fact, if not in law, inadeq u ate 
if there is a cou rt p roblem, and 
dangerou s as a p recedent.” 
Contending the p lan wou ld 
v iolate states’ rights, he said the 
su p reme 
cou rt 
“has 
already 
stretched the constitu tion to the 
’nth degree in fav or of the na­ 
tional gov ernment.” 
“To force it to go fu rther by 
controlling its p owers,” he added, 
“wou ld destroy the cou rt as a 
ju dicial body , wou ld make it a 
p arty agent, and wou ld lose the 
nation’s resp ect for it. 
“Moreov er, it wou ld threaten 
the 
integrity of the 
ju dicial 
branches of the 48 state gov ­ 
ernments, and u ndermine the 
p olitical and social order of the 
nation. In fact, this is already a 
fait accomp li.” 
Patterson said he had heard 
talk of rev olu tion u nless Roose­ 
v elt constitu tional concep ts p re­ 
v ail, and asked: 
“If this p rop aganda to fright­ 
en the American p eop le into ac­ 
cep ting 
a radical change 
in 
their constitu tion by an act of 
congress dictated by the p resi­ 
dent?” 
“Some p eop le think this wou ld 
be rev olu tion!” he ex claimed.
